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New Reservation Policies for Facilities Managed by the U.S. Army
Corps of Engineers in Texas

The National Recreation Reservation Service (NRRS) is in its second year of operation

and offers visitors the opportunity to make advance reservations for selected facilities and

activities managed by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers and U.S. Forest Service. The following

are new reservation and recreation policies for Corps-managed facilities in Texas:

Reservations must be made a minimum of 5 days in advance.

A $2 extra-vehicle fee may be charged at selected campgrounds to customers who wish

to bring extra vehicles exceeding the established site carrying capacity.

Reservation customers are required to reserve a minimum of two days on weekends and a

minimum of three days on Memorial Day, Independence Day and Labor Day weekends.

Group facilities may not be reserved through the NRRS for the 2000 recreation season

and must be reserved through the local lake office. The only exception is the group facilities at

Navarro Mills Lake which can only be reserved through NRRS.

NRRS reservations may be made for selected facilities at 19 Corps of Engineers lakes in

Texas: Bardwell Lake, Belton Lake, Benbrook Lake, Granger Lake, Grapevine Lake, Hords

Creek Lake, Lake Georgetown, Lake O' the Pines, Lavon Lake, Lewisville Lake, Navarro Mills

Lake, Proctor Lake, Sam Rayburn Reservoir, Somerville Lake, Stillhouse Hollow Lake, Town

Bluff Dam and B.A. Steinhagen Lake, Waco Lake, Whitney Lake and Wright Patman Lake.
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Reservations for Corps Facilities
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Campsite reservations may be made up to 240 days in advance.

Users of the NRRS service should be prepared to pay for their entire stay when making

their reservation. Visa, MasterCard, AMEX and Discover cards are accepted as well as certified

check or money order. Reservations being paid by certified check or money order must be made

at least 20 days in advance. There is no extra charge for reserving a Corps facility through this

service.

Customers may cancel their reservations and receive a credit or check refund of fees paid.

A $10 service fee will be charged to cover contractor costs associated with a cancellation.

Additional cancellation fees may apply to late cancellations, group facility and cabin

cancellations, and no-shows. For more information on cancellations, call NRRS customer service

at 1-888-448-1474 or visit the NRRS Internet site at www.reserveusa.com.
